Prxve Ringe (S. D.), Jan. 17.—The 
council between the friendly and ‘ hos- 
tile Indians has tended to quiet the 
anxiety of many of the white people 
and assure the Indians that their fear 
cf being massacred by the soldiers is 
without foundation. Everybody to- 
ally seems to feel that the trouble has 
been brought to a close. 

Up to noon to-day seventy-one guns 
were turned in by the hostiles. More 
weapons are expected to-morrow. 
To-day an order was issued directing 
the Seyenth Infantry, Captain Meriam, 
which has been serving oa Cherry 
creek and the lower Cheyenne river, 
near Standing Rock Agency, to return 
to its post at Fort Logan, Denver. 
Rodney’s battery has been ordered 
back to Fort Riley. Colonel Sumner’s 
command, comprising the Eighth 
Cavalry and third Infantry, has been 
ordered to return to Fort Meade. 

It has also been decided that the 
Sixth Cavalry, comprising nine troops 
of five hundred men, will hereafter 
be located in the Department of the 
Platte, with headquarters at Fort 
Niobrara. The cavalry force at Fort 
Robinson is also to be increased, and 
it is expected that the new order of 
affairs will tend to the rehabitation of 
Fort McKinney, at which there are 
now Only two troops of the Ninth 
Cavalry under the command of Cole 
nel Henry. 

This strengthening of the force of 
of cavalry along the reservation is in- 
tended as a safeguard and to revive 
the confidence of the people who have 
long been in danger of Indian out- 
breaks. 

The question is now being discussed 
of allowing the members of the First 
Infantry, under Colonel Shafter, who 
feel so disposed, to remain in this de- 
partment. 

The Indian camp is quiet to-day, 
and another council will be held this 
afternoon to consider the separation 
of the tribes.

On the 
following day Seumann’s boat, with a 
crew of twelve, went to Mantafele and 
brought the Chief Justice to. Apia: 
He was met by three consuls and a 
Samoans, under 


with his Secretary, and Lieutenant 
Uefsparre proceeded to the King’s 
house, accompanied by the consuls. 
Nearly*the whole white population of 


Chief Justice with hearty cheers. 
King Malietoa met the party and con- 
ducted them inside his house, where 
he welcomed Justice Cederkrantz 
and expressed the pleasure of the 
Samoans at bis arrival. 

The Chief Justice in replying said 
he was gratified at his reception and 
that his desire was for peace and good 
order in all Samoa. Afterthe recep- 
tion by the King, Justice Cederkrantz 
was presented with an address by the 
reception committee of citizens, ex- 
pressing the belief that with his ar- 
rival and establishment of the &n- 
preme court for Samoa, an era of st- 
curity and stable government began 
for the islands. At the end of the 
ceremonies, the Chief Justice was con- 


ducied to his residence at Matafele. 
On New Years day he was visited 


by the German gunboat, Liepzig, and 
was saluted with tine guns. The 
Consuls have arranged that each 
district in the Islands shall send fts 
Representatives to pay his respects to 
the Chief Justice separately, believ- 
ing it injudicious to allow a large 
number of natives, who have, lately 
been opposed to each other, to congre- 
gate at onetime. The English resi-. 
dents are dissatisfied that no English 
man-of-war is present at the islands.

The State University. 


A very important matter to be 
considered by the Nevada Legisla- 
ture will be provision for the 
support of the State University. 
Its only legitimate source of rev- 
enue, coming. from the Siate, is 
derived from the interest on de- 
ferred land payments to the two 
land grant fand:, and from the in- 
terest from bonds held in security 
by those funils. As shown by the 
report of ex-Controller Hallock 
for 1890, the total amount derived 
from these sources was $4,943 22. 
To support the University during 
the coming two years the sum of 
$20,000 will be asked for,in addi- 
tion to $33,000 that will come frem 
the United States, besides $30,000 
from the same source to maintain 
the Experimental Station. Ths 
Controller recommends the levy 
of a special tax of one millon the 
hundred dollars to provide for the 
deficit, and says: “But. as the 
proceeds of this tax cannot become 
available before the time fixe:! for

of the year 1891,some provision 
must be made for the current year.” 
He further recommends the trans- 
fer of $38,706 11 from the irreduc- 
ible State school fund to the gen- 
eral school fuud, subject to ap- 
propriation for the support of the 
University. 

Therein we think he is wrong, 
for as long as many of the district 
schools of the State are distressed 
for money to keep them open dur- 
ing the time required by the law, 
and so long as nearly all of them 
are only kept open by levying 
- special district taxes, it will be un- 
just to deprive them of any part 
of the only revenue they have to 
favor the University, which is al- 
ready liberally provided for. 

Our object in the above is to call 
attention to the fact that the 
legitimate revenue for the Uni- 
versity last year was only $4,943 22, 
with no prospect of it being any 
greater this year, and with a de- 
mand for an appropriation of 
$20,000 to support it during the 
coming two years. Inother words, 
a deficit of over $10,000 will occur, 
and one-half of that during this 
year and before the special tax (if 
authorized by the Legislature) can 
be collected. It would be better 
to devise some other plan, especi- 
ally as retrenchment is the watch- 
word. | ; 


ANOTHER scheme is on foot to in- 
crease the number of Regents for the 
University, in order, it is said, to 
handle the Government appropriation 
of $15,000 advantageously. — [Reno

The State Prison Factory. 


One of the most important ma‘- 
ters to be considered by the Legis- 
lature of Nevada at its coming ses- 
sion, is the boot and shoe mauu- 
factory at the State Prison. It has 
been acontinual source of loss to 
the State ever since it was started, 
and as the years roll by it gets 
worse, and has really becore a 
farce, if not a fraud, as is cleaerly 
shown by the report of ex-Cin 

_troler Hallock. He clearly shows 
that the net loss during the years 
1889-90 was $2,112 47, and that of 
the accounts outstanding and due 
the State for manifactured boots 
aid shoes sold on credit to the 
amount of $28,733 92, the sum of 
$26,142 63 is utterly worthless. 
These worthless accounts have 
heretofore been credited, iu the re- 
ports frem the manufactory, for 
the purpose of making it ‘appear 
that it was ona flourishing basis, 
when it was a» admitted fact by 
every one familiar with its work- 
ings, that the accounts referred 
wére worthless from the day of

“ their creation. Even now, iu order 
to make a presenteble showing, 
the factory is credited with au in- 
ventory of stock and tools to the 
amount of $7,225 35, which, if put 
up under the hammer, woald not 
sell for more than so much garbage 
or old junk, The appropriation 
for 1889-90 was $15,000,,and the 
total amount of the «collections 
made during the time.was only 
$3,434; the boots and ‘shoes fur- 
nished convicts amounted to $1,- 
123 50, and the outstanding credits 
were only $674 21, showing that 
the total business done amounted 
to $5,231 80 on a cash capital of 
$15,000, assisted by tools and stock 
valued at $6,672 91, and labor that 
cost nothing. The consequential 
damages done to free labor, in the 
maintenance of this so-called in- 
dustry of the State, ueed vot be 
commented on. The faci is patent 
that it is a losing proposition, and 
a burden to the people that can be 
easily dispensed with, aud save 
further losses. In fact it has been 
a disgrace to the State ever since 
it started, and the only ones ever 
benefited have been the aealers in 
California who furnished the raw 
stock at prices which enriched 
them and impoverished us.

RELICS OF OLD LONDON. 


Discovery of the Roman Wall of the Mid- 
die Ages. ; 

The recent excavations for the new 
the London Times, have led to the dis- 
covery not only ef by far the most 
perfect piece of the Roman wall laid 
bare in recent times, but also of a com- 
plete outline of the old town ditch, 
die ages. * * 

Jt is difficult to draw for ourselves now 
a picture of London as a walled town 
washed by a broad moat. Wall and fosse 
are now in 440 very beart of the county 
of London. Not only so, but the town 
has covered them in and grown over 
them. From the present street level 
to the footings of the old Roman wall, the 
level of the old moat, is about eight fcet 
and a half. The accumulations of cent- 
uries have buried the defenses of the 
city out of sight, and it needs an owner 
more anxious than usual to make the 
most of his property to bring to lightthe 
hidden history of the place. 

It is curious that the enormous value 
ofeity land for commercial. purposes, 
and the burrowing into the bowels of 
she earth thereby occasioned, should 
lead to thedisinterment of relics of Lon- 
don of the Roman period and of the mid- 
dle ages.

A SUBSTITUTE. 


How He Oleared the Sky of Its 
Dark Clouds for Nettie. 


We lived in the little village of 
Oberon. At least our house wasin the 
village, and the forty-acre farm ran 
back to the banks of Lash creek, which 
was our southern boundary. 

Our family consisted of father, 
mother, brother Ralph, and me. Ralph 
enlisted in a company of infantry, or- 
ganized about Oberon in‘1861, though 
he was only twenty years ofage. No 
one thought the war would Jast long, 
and father said it was the duty of all 
| loyal citizens to assist in putting down 
the rebellion. So we felt proud of our 
Ralph when he bade us good-bye, and 
the company marched out of town in 
their new blue uniforms, and with their 
glittering muskets, though tears were 
in all our eyes. ‘'Don'’t. cry,” ‘said 
father, ‘‘Ralph will be back by harvest 
time,”’ 

But Ralph wasn’t back for a year, and 
when he did come he had left one arm 
behind him on the battle-field. Lis 
soldier days were over. It was in the 
spring of 62, and 1 was just seventeen 
years old. 

Ralph’s constitution was very much 
shattered, and it was fully a year be- 
fore he could do any work. Then, of 
| course, he couldn’t do much on the 
farm, so father mortgaged it for five 
hundred dollars and sent Ralph to Cin- 
cinnati to study medicine. He said: 
“My boy must have work that can be 
done with one arm.” 

Ralph had been gone less than three 
months when the first draft was made, 
and father was drafted. He was just 
within the limit, as he had not quite 
completed his forty-fifth year. He 
couldn’t goand leave no one at home 
but mother and me; so he found a sub- 
stitute, and to pay him mortgaged the 
farm for five hundred dollars more. 

The two debts worried father greatly. 
A man named Joel Griffin, who lived in 
the village, held both mortgages. He 
was.the owner of a grist-mill, and it 
was said that he made most of bis 
money by robbing the farmersin tak- 
ing toll. He was as old as father, and a 
dried-up little man, always winking 
and blinking. [ used to cross the road 
to keep from moot him, hut he 
seemed to try to meet me; and he woula 
put out his hand, which; of course, | 
couldn’t refuse to take. 

‘“Good-morning, Miss Nettie; you look 
| positively charming this morning; you 

do, indeed. Do you know, Miss Nettie, 

if I wasn’tso old I’d be looking for a 

wife; 1 would, indeed. Yes, and I 

wouldn’t look far, Miss Nettie; no, I 

wouldn’t look far.” 

’ The mortgages were drawn for one 
year. Griffin had told father he 
wouldn’t loan the money for a longer 
term, but that if the interest was paid 
promptly he would take new notes and 
extend the mortgage another year. 

Father died before the first mortgage 
“fell due, three months after engaging 
| his substitute. Ralph came home to 
| the funeral, and remained only about 

two weeks. He spoke of giving up his 
studies and trying to work the farm, 
but neither mother nor I would listen 
to that. 

“Why, how will you ever manage to 
meet those mortgages?” asked Ralph. 

“I don’t know, Ralph,” mother had re- 
plied, “‘but the Lord will provide a 
way.” 

“When are they due?” inquired 
Ralph. Mother got ut father’s ac- 
count-book. The first was due May 17, 
1864, the second July 25, 1864 

‘It will be nearly: two years yet,” 
said Ralph, ‘before I can hope for a di- 
plonmia, and it will take some time to 
build up a practice. I trust that if we 
can manage till then our troubles will 
be over.” 

Ralph went back. In January there 
was another draft which took our hired 
man, John Gober, and mother and I 
were left alone on the farm. About a 
week after John Gober had been drafted 
I was sitting in the front room sewing 
when I heard a step on the piazza, and 
as I looked out I saw a young man step- 
ping up to the frontdoor.
